sincere efforts of you delegates. 

Our people are very happy that here at our 
capital city of Pyongyang where the Anti-US 
World Journalists’ Conference was held 14 
years ago, another global meeting of progress- 
ive journalists has been convoked to oppose 
imperialism, safeguard peace and strengthen 
friendship and solidarity among peoples. 

Allow me to welcome warmly all of you 
delegates who have come from different con- 
tinents carrying with you noble ideas of anti- 


imperialism, friendship and peace and warm 
feelings of amity towards our people. 

It is of great significance that world pro- 
gressive men and women of the press are 
gathered together to promote fraternity, ex- 
change experience and discuss common 
struggle tasks and action programme. This 
world conference of journalists will be an 
important occasion in shattering imperialist 
manoeuvres for aggression and war, defending 
global peace and security and achieving the 
people’s cause of Chajusong. 

You journalist delegates and men of the 
press from various countries attending the 
World Conference of Journalists against 
Imperialism and for Friendship and Peace, are 
close friends and dependable comrades-in- 
arms of our people. Progressive people of the 
press throughout the world have fought with 
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our people in the same ranks against. imperia- 
lism for mdependence and have worked act- 
ively to support our people’s struggle for the 
independent, peaceful reunification of the 
country and the building of socialism. During 
the Month of Joint Struggle against US im- 
perialism when our people are marking the 
30th anniversary of the historic victory of the 
Fatherland Liberation War, numerous foreign 
journalist delegates and people of the press are 
in our country to condemn US imperialism 
and raise the voices of justice for peace and 
independence. This is a tremendous support 
and encouragement for our people. 

I would like to express my deep gratitude to 
the justice- and peace-loving progressive 
people of the press of the world for their 
positive support and encouragement for our 
people’s revolutionary cause. 

Comrades and friends, 

The world situation is more complicated 
and strained now than ever before. Owing to 
the imperialist moves towards aggression and 
war, peace is being disturbed in many parts of 
the globe, the danger of a new war increased 
and the sovereignty of countries and nations 
violated. 

US imperialists who seek world hegemony 
are openly resorting to the “policy of 
strength’’; they are expanding armaments and 
reinforcing their armed forces of aggression on 
a large scale, while at the same time scheming 
to strengthen the NATO, an aggressive mi- 
litary bloc, deploy new types of nuclear 
weapons in Europe and increase military bases 
of aggression in many parts of the world, 
including the Indian Ocean. US and other 
imperialists are intensifying aggressive ac- 
tivities to unleash a new war in various areas of 
the world. In the Middle East and Southern 
Africa the imperialists are instigating Zionists 
and South African racists to increase aggres- 
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sions and interventions and in Central 
America, they are perpetrating heinous armed 
interventions and_ subversive activities 
against the countries which have achieved 
national independence and go along the road 
to independence against imperialism. 

US imperialists’ new war moves are assum- 
ing a very grave and dangerous character in 
the Far East, which includes our country. In 
accordance with their aggressive Asian 
strategy, they are expanding their military 
bases in and around south Korea and bringing 
in a huge amount of nuclear weapons and 
other sophisticated means of war, while has- 
tening the formation of a US-Japan-south 
Korea triangular military alliance. US im- 
perialists who have stationed their armed 
forces of aggression more than 40,000 strong in 
south Korea and shipped in over 1,000 nuclear 
weapons and many other weapons of mass 
destruction are staging one large-scale war 
exercise after another against the northern 
half of our Republic. Of late they are trying to 
deploy in south Korea even neutron weapons 
which are causing the unanimous protest and 
denunciation of the world’s people. Thus south 
Korea has now become a most dangerous 
powder magazine and a US base of nuclear 
war. And in our country there has been created 
an extremely tense situation which may spark 
off a war at any moment. 

Because of US-led imperialists’ activities, 
the world’s people are at the crossroads to war 
or peace, to enslavement or independence. To 
oppose aggression and war and safeguard 
peace and. independence is the most urgent 
and solemn task now confronting the progress- 
ive people throughout the world. 

It is the unanimous desire of the people to 
live peacefully in a world free from aggression 
and war, and subjugation and oppression. 
Only when peace is ensured, can the peoples of 


all countries successfully build a new, blissful 
society with their creative labour. 

Averting war and safeguarding peace is a 
particularly urgent problem for the peoples of 
newly-emerging countries. Political indepen- 
dence already achieved by these peoples is 
only the first step towards the complete 
national independence and the building of a 
new society. Political independence can be 
firmly safeguarded and consolidated only 
when it is guaranteed by economic indepen- 
dence. For newly-emerging peoples to con- 
solidate their national independence and build 
anew, happy society, they must eliminate the 
famine and poverty left over by colonialists 
and build a firm independent national 
economy. The people need not war but peace 
in building a new society. When a lasting 
world peace is guaranteed, newly-emerging 
peoples can succeed in promoting their 
struggle for the complete independence of 
their countries and the building of a new 
society. 

World peace can be ensured and safeguar- 
ded only through the struggle against 
imperialism. 

All the peace-loving people of the world 
should unite closely under the banner of 
independence against imperialism and wage a 
resolute struggle against. imperialist moves for 
aggression and war. They should make a 
concentrated attack particularly on US im- 
perialists, the main force of aggression and war 
and the heinous strangler of peace and in- 
dependence, and thus prevent them from 
recklessly invading other countries and ignit- 
ing war. The world’s people should strive to 
check and frustrate US and other inperialists’ 
manoeuvres for expansion of armaments and 
reinforcement of armed forces and compel 
them to withdraw their aggressive military 
bases and armed forces from other countries. 


They should also strive to break up all military 
blocs, establish and expand nuclear-free, 
peace zones in many areas of the world, and 
realize the general and complete disarmament. 

The world’s people should fight vigorously 
for freedom and independence to liquidate all 
manner of colonialism and dominationalism, 
achieve the complete, ultimate liberation of 
nations, and hold fast to Chajusong, thus 
making the whole world independent. It is not 
until the independence of the whole world is 
realized that the danger of war will be com- 
pletely removed and a durable peace ensured 
on the globe, and humanity will be able to 
enjoy a happy life to their hearts’ content in a 
safe and prosperous world. 

Progressive men of the press are righteous 
fighters striving to oppose all social evils and 
unjustices and to realize the people’s aspir- 
ations and desires. They should fight de- 
terminedly against imperialist moves towards 
aggression and war.and in defence of peace and 
independence, so as to fulfil their lofty mission 
and function assigned them by history and the 
people at the present time. 

The pens in the hands of progressive men of 
the press should be a mighty weapon against 
imperialists, and their writings should serve as 
letters of denunciation against the enemies of 
peace. Progressive men of the press the world 
over should sharply expose the imperialist 
activities for expansion of armaments and 
reinforcement of armed forces and scathingly 
condemn the unpardonable crimes of US im- 
perialists who are bent on driving mankind 
into nuclear holocaust. They should lay bare 
the aggressive nature and crafty neocolonialist 
methods of imperialism, strongly oppose its 
ideological and cultural penetration and all 
manner of reactionary propaganda and decis- 
ively crush the enemy’s reactionary ideo- 
logical offensive with a revolutionary 
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counteroffensive. 

They should disseminate to the world the 
just struggles of the peoples fighting against 
imperialism and for peace and independence 
and raise the voices of international solidarity 
and make every possible effort to render 
positive support and encouragement to the 
fighting peoples. 

Friendship and solidarity are the common 
aspirations of the peoples fighting for peace 
and independence and a sure guarantee of 
victory. The progressive people of the world 
can fully realize their desires and ideals only 
when they firmly unite politically and have 
close economic and technological cooperation 
by strengthening their bonds of friendship 
under the banner of anti-imperialism and 
independence. 

Through their activities, progressive people 
of the press should create favourable inter- 
national conditions for the unity and cooper- 
ation of the world’s progressive people and 
widely introduce and propagandize the ac- 
hievements and experiences gained by the 
people in the anti-imperialist struggle and in 
the building of a new society. 

Newly-emerging peoples are now achieving 
great successes in their endeavours to build a 
new society and have many good experiences 
and techniques for mutual exchange and 
cooperation. Progressive men of the press 
should give wide publicity to the successes and 
experiences gained by the people in the build- 
ing of a new society and thus contribute 
actively to developing economic and _ tech- 
nological interchange and cooperation among 
newly-emerging nations and establishing a 
prosperous, new world. 

If progressive men and women of the press 
in all countries are to discharge their noble 
mission and role, they should increase their 
unity and cooperation. Based on their lofty

ces, strengthen solidarity, and_ closely 
cooperate and keep pace with each other in 
their professional activities. 

It is the consistent foreign policy of the 
Government of the Democratic People’s 
Republic of Korea to fight against imperia- 
lism, safeguard peace and independence and 
increase friendship and solidarity with the 
peoples of all countries. 

As in the past, so in the future, the Korean 
people will firmly adhere to their steadfast 
anti-imperialist stand and fight positively to 
oppose US imperialist activities for aggression 
and war and safeguard world peace and 
security.

is the occupation of south Korea by the US 
imperialist army of aggression and the US 
interference in our internal affairs. If US 
imperialists pull out of south Korea and stop 
meddling in our own business, the people of 
north and south Korea would join hands and 
reunify the country peacefully by their own 
efforts. With the active support and encourag- 
ement of the world’s progressive people, we 
will force the US imperialist aggression army 
out of south Korea and achieve the indepen- 
dent, peaceful reunification of the country, so 
as to realize the national aspiration and, at the 
game time, carry out our important mission in 
the international cause of independence 
against imperialism. 

The DPRK Government and the Korean 
people will strive to strengthen their unity 
with the peoples of socialist and non-aligned 
countries and other progressive people of the 
world and to promote the relations of friend- 
ship and cooperation with all countries which 
are friendly towards our country. 

The Korean men of the press, in firm unity 
with their progressive foreign colleagues, will 
wage a resolute struggle to make an active 
contribution to humanity in the sacred 


common cause of building a new world, free of 
imperialism, colonialism, aggression and war.

Let Us Advance 
under the Banner of Marxism- 
Leninism and the Juche Idea 


(On the Occasion of the 165th Birthday 
of Karl Marx and the Centenary of His Death) 


May 3, 1983 


It is more than a century since the days of Karl 
Marx, the great leader of the international working 
class and the author of the scientific communist 
theory. Karl Marx made a great contribution to the 
liberation cause of mankind, and because of his 
immortal exploits his name is still enshrined in the 
hearts of the working class and peoples of all 
countries. 

Marx’s career was that of a prominent thinker 
and theoretician, a great revolutionary. It was he 
who ushered in the epoch of the international 
communist movement and made a radical change 
in the struggle for the freedom and liberation of the 
working class and popular masses. Progressive 
mankind will remember for ever his brilliant career 
and great services to the sacred revolutionary 
cause for the working class and other working 
people. 

Marx’s greatest contribution to mankind lies in 
the fact that he advanced Marxism which provided 
the working class with a powerful ideological and 
theoretical weapon of liberation struggle. 

The revolutionary idea of the working class 
emerges as the reflection of the demand of the times 
and the aspirations of the popular masses. 

In the first half of the 19th century capitalism 


developed rapidly in many European countries. As 
it flourished it harshly exploited and oppressed the 
working class. Therefore, the working class rose in 
the struggle against exploitation and oppression by 
capital. 

This struggle required a revolutionary idea and 
theory as its guideline. The requirement was met 
by Marx when he, together with Engels, evolved 
Marxism which represented the aspirations and 
interests of the working class. 

Marx critically examined the contemporary 
progressive ideas and theories including the classic 
philosophy of Germany, the classic political 
economy of Britain and the Utopian socialist 
theory of France, and analysed the contradictions 
of capitalist society. On this basis he clarified the 
principles of dialectical and historical materialism, 
advanced the theories of surplus value, proved the 
inevitability of the downfall of capitalism and the 
triumph of communism, and turned socialism from 
Utopia into science. 

Thanks to Marx’s outstanding contribution, 
the working class could have their own scientific 
world outlook for the first time, understand the law 
of social development and see the road they should 
follow in attaining class emancipation and building 
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a bright new society. 

Basing himself on the analysis of the class 
relations of capitalist society, Marx defined that 
the working class was the most advanced and 
revolutionary class with a mission to abolish the 
domination of capital, put an end to exploitation of 
man by man once and for all and build a new, 
communist society. He elucidated that the struggle 
of the working class against the capitalist class 
would inevitably bring about the dictatorship of 
the proletariat. The Marxist idea on the class 
struggle and the proletarian dictatorship served as 
a powerful weapon in the struggle of the working 
class to attain class emancipation and realize 
communism. 

The establishment of Marxism was an epoch- 
making event in the revolutionary struggle of the 
working class. It led the working class and the 
labouring masses to a new era when they fought for 
freedom and liberation, for socialism and commun- 
ism, with scientific revolutionary theory, strategy 
and tactics. 

Marx not only provided the working class and 
other exploited working people with the weapon 
for their liberation struggle at the dawn of pro- 
Jetarian revolution, but also paved the way for it by 
personally taking part in the revolutionary 
struggle. 

Marx energetically worked to link scientific 
socialism with the working-class movement, and 
zealously struggled against capitalism for the liber- 
ation of the working class. 

Marx proved the need to form a vanguard 
detachment of the working class in their revo- 
lutionary struggle, and exerted great efforts for the 
building of a party. He organized the Communist 
League and published the Communist Manifesto 
which he drew up together with Engels. Thus he 
initiated the communist movement of the working 
class who fought under the leadership of a re- 
volutionary party with a scientific programme. 
The founding of the First International by Marx 
enabled the working class to wage the revo- 
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lutionary struggle more energetically, cementing 
international solidarity. 

The revolutionary cause of the working class 
has emerged victorious through fierce struggles 
against all class enemies. From the outset the 
bourgeoisie and their servants resorted to every 
means to exterminate Marxism with bitterest 
hatred. In the whole period of his revolutionary 
activity Marx uncompromisingly combatted bour- 
geois reactionaries and all shades of opportunists, 
thus defending the revolutionary cause of the 
working class and paving the way for its triumph. 

Long strides have been made in historical 
progress and radical changes effected in the ap- 
pearance of the world since Marx’s days. Marxian 
doctrine has been inherited and applied by the 
communists and revolutionary people of the world, 
and Marxism has constantly developed. 

Lenin. took over the cause of Marx and pro- 
pounded Leninism by developing Marxism creat- 
ively to suit the new historical conditions in the 
period of imperialism and proletarian revolution. 
Thanks to Leninism the October Socialist 
Revolution emerged victorious and the first state 
of proletarian dictatorship was born. Marxism- 
Leninism, the working class’s revolutionary id- 
eology originated by Marx and developed by 
Lenin, gave a strong impetus to the revolutionary 
struggle of the international working class and the 
cause of the popular masses for liberation. 

Today socialism has triumphed in many count- 
ries of the world and hundreds of millions of people 
in Asia, Africa and Latin America have freed 
themselves from imperialist and colonial rule and 
oppression and are creating a new life. This is a 
great change made in the cause of communism, the 
revolutionary cause of the working class, and a 
historic victory won by the communists, revo- 
lutionaries and revolutionary peoples in many 
countries at the cost of their blood. 

In a revolutionary movement of the working 
class, the leader plays the decisive role. As early as 
the initial period in the history of the international 


communist movement this valuable truth was 
proved by the activities of Marx. If Marx, the first 
leader of the working class, had not founded 
Marxism for the international working class, they 
would have groped in darkness, not knowing their 
historic mission, nor could they have triumphed in 
their revolutionary struggles. If Lenin had not 
advanced Leninism, the theory, strategy and tac- 
tics of proletarian revolution in the age of imperia- 
lism, and aroused the Russian working class to 
struggle, the first socialist state in the world could 
never have appeared. 

As it was the case with the communist move- 
ment in the past, so at the present and in the future, 
too, the revolutionary cause of the working class 
will advance triumphantly under the guidance of 
the leader. 

In the days of Japanese imperialist colonial rule 
Marxism-Leninism heralded the dawn to the 
struggle of the Korean communists and people for 
national and social emancipation. 

In the early years of his revolutionary leader- 
ship in our country, the great leader Comrade 
Kim II] Sung brilliantly pioneered the victorious 
path of the communist and national-liberation 
movements under the banner of Marxism- 
Leninism. 

Since revolutionary movements take place in 
different historical backgrounds and on different 
specific scenes, the communists in each country 
must apply the general principles of Marxism- 
Leninism in conformity with the conditions of the 
times and the specific realities of their country and 
develop the revolutionary theory in keeping with 
new requirements of the developing revolution. 

By founding the J uche idea while showing the 
road to revolution through a creative application of 
Marxism-Leninism to the realities of our country, 
the great leader Comrade Kim II Sung paved the 
way to develop our revolution independently. 

In a nutshell, the Juche idea means that the 
masters of the revolution and construction are the 
masses of people and that they are also the motive 


force of the revolution and construction. 

Since the masters of the revolution and con- 
struction are the masses of people, they should 
adhere to the position of masters in the revolution 
and construction and fulfil the role as such. 

In order to adhere to the position of masters, 
the masses of people should maintain an indepen- 
dent stand. 

The revolutionary movement is a struggle to 
defend the Chajusong of the popular masses and, 
accordingly, it calls for the maintenance of an 
independent stand. Only when they stick to this 
stand can the masses solve all problems arising in 
the revolution and construction in their interests 
and safeguard the right as masters in the revolution 
and construction and discharge their respons- 
ibility. If they are to maintain an independent 
stand, they must implement the principle of Juche 
in ideology, independence in politics, self-support 
in the economy and self-reliance in national 
defence. 

In order to fulfil the role as masters in the 
revolution and construction, the masses of people 
should maintain a creative stand. 

The revolutionary movement is a creative mo- 
vement of the masses and, accordingly, it calls for 
the maintenance of a creative stand. Only when 
they adhere to this stand can the masses display 
their creative power to the full and find-ways and 
means suited to the realities, thus pushing forward 
the revolution and construction-with energy. For 
maintaining a creative stand, one should apply the 
principle of solving all problems in keeping with 
one’s actual conditions on the strength of the 
masses’ creative power. 

If we are to get the masses of people to adhere to 
the position of masters in the revolution and 
construction and fulfil the role as such, we must 
direct our foremost attention to their thoughts. 

The independent ideological consciousness of 
the popular masses plays a decisive role in the 
revolutionary movement and, accordingly, this 
movement demands that we put stress on ideology. 
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Only when we awaken and arouse ideologically the 
working masses, the masters of the revolution and 
construction, can we rapidly ripen the revolution 
and actively carry it: out. In order to enhance the 
role of ideological consciousness in the revolution 
and construction, we should implement the prin- 
ciple of keeping ideological remoulding, political 
work, ahead of all other activities. 

The Juche-oriented stand and principles clari- 
fied by the great leader Comrade Kim I] Sung 
conform with the principles of the communist 
movement and Marxism-Leninism. 

The communist movement is a struggle for 
Chajusong, to free the people from all forms of 
subordination and restriction; it is a movement 
waged by the communists and people indepen- 
dently in accordance with their own conviction. 
Adhering to the standpoint of Juche in the revol- 
ution and construction fully agrees with this essen- 
tial character of the communist movement. Now 
that the struggle for communism is waged with 
each national state as a unit, the adherence to the 
Juche-based stand is more urgently demanded. If 
the communists successfully carry out the revol- 
ution in their country from the standpoint of 
Juche, they will be able to better contribute to the 
strengthening of the international revolutionary 
forces and to the promotion of the victory of world 
revolution. 

Marxism-Leninism which clarified the working 
class’s theory, strategy and tactics of revolutionary 
struggle is not a dogma but a guide to action. To 
adhere to the Juche standpoint in the revolution 
and construction conforms with the essential 
character of Marxism-Leninism as a creative doc- 
trine. Only through a correct application of 
Marxism-Leninism from the standpoint of Juche, 
can the communists display its might to the full 
and further enrich its treasure house by creating 
new revolutionary theories. 

In the course of leading the Korean revolution 
the great leader Comrade Kim I] Sung gave scien- 
tific answers to all problems arising in the revol- 
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ution and construction on the basis of the Juche 
idea and systematized the Juche ideology, theory 
and method in an all-round way.

cause of national liberation. After liberation they, 
under the wise leadership of the great leader 
Comrade Kim II Sung, implemented the Juche-

feudal democratic revolution in the northern half 


of the Republic and converted it into a powerful 
base of the Korean revolution. On this basis, they 
won a great victory in the fierce Fatherland 
Liberation War against the invasion of the US 
imperialists. By applying the Juche idea we solved 
most correctly all problems arising in the socialist 
revolution and construction after the war and 
changed in a short time our once backward country 
into a powerful socialist state which is indepen- 
dent, self-supporting and self-reliant in defence. 

Today our revolution is developing onto a new, 
high phase and a brighter vista is opened up before 
our people who are advancing towards 
communism. 

Since the time the scientific theory of commun- 
ism was established by Marx, mankind has waged 
an uninterrupted struggle to realize an ideal com- 
munist society, and today communism ‘is not a 
cherished desire which will come true in a distant 
future, but it is on the order of the day as a practical 
task. 

On the basis of Marxism-Leninism and the 
Juche idea, our Party has solved correctly theoret- 
ical and practical questions arising in communist 
construction, thus vigorously promoting the revol- 
ution and construction in accordance with scien- 
tific strategy and militant policy. 

Our Party set forth the theory on capturing the 
ideological and material fortresses of communism 
and the theory on the ideological, technical and 
cultural revolutions and thus clearly elucidated the 
basic strategical objectives of communist construc- 
tion and the ways of its realization. 

If we are to build a communist society, we must 
seize. the material fortress of communism without 
fail. In other words, we must highly develop the 
productive forces to lay the material and technical 
foundations of communism and to establish a 
single communist ownership. Only then can we 
apply the communist principle of “From each 
according to his ability, to each according to his 
needs’, which Marx put forward a long time ago. 

In order to build a communist society, we must 


secure the ideological fortress as well. That is to 
say, every member of society should be revo- 
lutionized, working-classized and intellectualized 
to be a harmoniously developed communist man. 
People are the masters of society. So, only when 
they are educated into comprehensively developed 
communist men, can they successfully build socia- 
lism and communism and run the communist 
society properly. 

The people’s ideological and moral life and 
material life constitutes two aspects of social life 
and the Chajusong of the working masses should be 
realized in these two spheres. In order to realize the 
Chajusong of the popular masses completely, 
therefore, we should attain both the ideological and 
material fortresses of communism without fail. 

Our Party’s programme of modelling the whole 
society on the Juche idea is a great programme for 
the building of communism. It enables us to take 
the ideological and material fortresses of commun- 
ism with success by transforming men, society and 
nature in accordance with the Juche idea and fully 
realize Chajusong for the working masses. 

The ideological, technical and cultural revol- 
utions constitute our Party’s consistent strategic 
line for moulding the whole society after the Juche 
idea and for building communism. 

The line of these three revolutions represents 
the steadfast stand of our Party to complete the 
cause of socialism and communism. 

The victory of the socialist revolution and the 
establishment of the socialist system mark a his- 
torical turning point in the revolutionary struggle 
of the working class, in accomplishing the cause of 
socialism and communism. But these do not mean 
the completion of the revolution on any account. 

With the establishment of the socialist system, 
class antagonism is abolished, but class distinctions 
still exist. The class distinctions in socialist society 
are those between the working class and the 
peasantry, the two main friendly classes, and these 
distinctions emanate from the differences between 
public and cooperative property, the two forms of 
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socialist ownership. 

The establishment of the socialist system also 
brings about a fundamental change in the charac- 
ter of labour, which becomes a matter of honour. 
But labour does not yet become a primary require- 
ment of life, and differences in labour remain. The 
differences in labour in socialist society find expres- 
sion mainly in the distinctions between physical 
and mental labour, between heavy and light labour 
and between industrial and agricultural labour. 

The establishment of the socialist system wipes 
out the sources of exploitation and poverty once 
and for all, but the distinctions still exist in the 
material and cultural standards of the members of 
society. 

The cause of various differences including class 
distinctions remaining in socialist society consists 
in the ideological, technical and cultural backward- 
ness, the legacy of the old society. Because of this 
ideological, technical and cultural backwardness 
and various differences including class distinctions, 
the socialist society differs from the high stage of 
communism and assumes a transitional character. 

Of course, this transitional character is not an 
essential feature of socialist society. The essential 
quality of socialist society is represented precisely 
by its communist character. This is because social- 
ist society is based on collectivism, and comradely 
cooperation and unity form the basis of social 
relations. 

Building and completing a socialist society is a 
process of strengthening the communist character 
of this society and overcoming its transitional 
character. This requires that all policies be carried 
out in consideration of and conformity with both 
the communist and transitional characters of this 
society in building socialism. 

In view of the essential superiority and the 
characteristics of socialist society, it is important 
to pursue a correct, unbiased policy which empha- 
Sizes political and moral incen- 
tives to the working people and properly combines 
these with their material incentives in socialist 
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construction, which actively puts into effect com- 
munist measures and adheres strictly to the social- 
ist principle of distribution according to the quality 
and quantity of work done, and which correctly 
combines the voluntary enthusiasm of the working 
people with control of them. 

If a policy is formulated solely on the basis of 
the communist character of socialist society by 
ignoring its transitional character, and vice versa, 
it may result in Leftist and Rightist errors. 

If we are to build a communist society by 
overcoming the transitional character of socialist 
society, we must continue to carry on the revol- 
utions to abolish the ideological, technical and 
cultural backwardness. 

The ideological, technical and cultural revol- 
utions are the continuation of the revolution under 
socialism and its advancement to a new higher 
stage. The revolution for Chajusong of the working 
class and working masses, which started with the 
struggle to overthrow the old exploiting system, is 
carried forward to the struggle in socialist society 
to eliminate the ideological, technical and cultural 
backwardness, the legacy of the old society, and is 
completed through this struggle. Only when we 
carry out these three revolutions will we be able to 
abolish the ideological, technical and cultural bac- 
kwardness and the incidental class distinctions 
between the working class and the peasantry and 
the differences in labour and the material and 
cultural standards, and to meet all essential re- 
quirements of communist society. 

In carrying out the three revolutions our Party 
adheres to the principle of giving definite prece- 
dence to the ideological revolution and vigorously 
pushing ahead with the technical and cultural 
revolutions simultaneously. 

Only when we give priority to the ideological 
revolution will we be able to remould the ideo- 
logical consciousness of the people and turn them 
into communist men and successfully carry out 
economic and cultural construction by giving full 
play to the revolutionary zeal of the working 


people. Unless we continue to intensify the ideo- 
logical revolution, obsolete ideas may revive in the 
minds of people, capitalist ideas may infiltrate 
from the outside, and people’s revolutionary en- 
thusiasm may cool down gradually as they are 
freed from worries about food, clothing and hous- 
ing with the improvement of their standard of 
living. The neglect of the ideological revolution will 
in the long run produce grave consequences in the 
revolution and construction. 

Therefore, we must never slight the ideological 
revolution but ceaselessly intensify it-in building 
socialism and communism. 

Our Party has given definite precedence to the 
ideological revolution in revolution and construc- 
tion, and energetically struggled to carry it out, 
bringing about a fundamental change in the ideo- 
logical and moral qualities of the people and in 
their way of life. The whole society is pervaded with 
the Juche idea and is vibrant with a revolutionary 
way of life and work. All our working people are 
struggling devotedly for the Party and the revol- 
ution, the country and the people and for the 
society and the collective, with infinite loyalty to 
the Party and the leader. 

But in order to educate and remould all mem- 
bers of society into true communist men and 
stimulate their revolutionary enthusiasm cease- 
lessly, we must continue to intensify the ideological 
revolution. 

The main task confronting us today in im- 
plementing the ideological revolution is to educate 
and remould all members of society thoroughly 
into communist revolutionaries of the Juche type 
in keeping with the requirement of modelling the 
whole of society on the Juche idea, and rouse the 
working people vigorously to the revolutionary 
struggle and construction work by activating their 
revolutionary zeal. We must intensify the edu- 
cation of the Party members and working people in 
the Juche idea and Party policy and tirelessly 
educate them in the revolutionary traditions and 
on communist lines, so that they will think and act 


in line with our Party’s intentions anytime anyw- 
here, hate the exploiting class and their system, 
ardently love the socialist system and socialist 
motherland, and struggle to carry out the cause of 
socialism and communism. 

We must closely combine ideological education 
with revolutionary practice to ensure that all the 
Party members and working people accelerate 
production and construction, displaying a high 
degree of revolutionary enthusiasm and creative 
initiative. 

While giving priority to the ideological revol- 
ution, we must push forward the technical and 
cultural revolutions. 

Ours is an age of science and technology. Only 
by rapidly developing science and technology, can 
we accelerate socialist construction, develop the 
national economy onto a new, higher stage and 
successfully improve the people’s standard of 
living and increase the nation’s strength. 

By dynamically promoting the technical revol- 
ution, our Party has turned our once technically 
and economically backward country into an ad- 
vanced socialist industrial state in a short time and 
made a great stride forward in putting all branches 
of the national economy on a modern scientific and 
technical basis and freeing the working people from 
arduous labour. 

But if we are to free our people completely from 
arduous labour and provide them with a prosper- 
ous and cultured life, we must continue to push 
forward the technical revolution. 

An important task facing us today in carrying 
out the technical revolution is to rapidly make the 
national economy Juche-oriented, modern and 
scientifically-based. This is the only way we can 
strengthen the independence of the national 
economy and lay firm material and technical 
foundations of socialism and communism. 

We must concentrate our efforts on scientific 
and technological problems and those related to 
production that arise in making the national 
economy Juche-oriented and thus solve the prob- 
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lems of raw materials, fuel and power more satis- 
factorily by utilizing our domestic resources and 
improve the structure of the national economy 
continuously. 

Vigorous efforts should be made in all branches 
of the national economy to improve technology, 
introduce overall mechanization, automation and 
remote control into production and put agriculture 
on an industrial basis, thereby modernizing the 
national economy and freeing the working people 
from arduous labour. 

Furthermore, we should rapidly develop 
science and technology and put production and 
management in all branches on a new scientific 
basis and thus convert our national economy into 
one which is highly scientific. 

At present an important factor in carrying out 
the technical revolution is to enhance the sense of 
responsibility and role of scientists and 
technicians. 

Thanks to the Party’s correct policy of training 
national cadres, we have an army of scientists, 
technicians and specialists numbering 1.2 million 
who are equipped with the Juche idea and the 
knowledge of advanced science and technology. If 
we properly mobilize these great forces which are 
working for scientific and technological progress

The main object of carrying out the technical 
revolution and accelerating socialist economic con- 
struction is to make the country rich and strong 
and provide the people with an affluent and 
cultured life. 

Steadily raising the material and cultural stan- 
dards of the people is the supreme principle of our 
Party in its activity. 

Weshould further raise the people’s standard of 
living by strengthening the country’s economic 
foundations and at the same time effecting a great 


‘change in the production of consumer goods and 


public service. 

The cultural revolution is an important revol- 
ution whose task it is to train our working people 
into comprehensively developed men and women 
and to satisfy their ever-increasing cultural needs. 

By actively promoting the cultural revolution 
our Party has achieved brilliant successes in de- 
veloping socialist culture. In our country the 
universal 11-year compulsory education has now 
been introduced, and all the younger generation 
are receiving perfect secondary education. 
Progress in the-work of training national cadres has 
resulted in the growth of an army of intellectuals. 
The working people’s cultural and technical stan- 


dard as a whole has been raised, and remarkable 
progress made in all fields of science, technology, 
literature, art and public health, etc. 

The central task of the cultural revolution at 
the present time is to intellectualize the whole of 
society. This is our Party’s unique policy for 
developing socialist and communist culture. We 
should build up the existing centres for training 
national cadres and at the same time increase the 
institutions of higher learning and improve edu- 
cational work in such a way as to develop the 
educational system of studying while working. 
Besides, we should train all members of society to 
be harmoniously developed communistic people 
and raise continuously the general standard of 
culture and knowledge of the society. We should 
further develop revolutionary literature and art, 
and establish thoroughly the socialist way of 
cultured life. 

The successful construction of socialism and 
communism requires correct leadership. 

Marxism-Leninism advanced the theory on the 
system of proletarian dictatorship and thus pro- 
vided a guideline for the working class in power to 
follow in leading the construction of a new society. 

Our Party is leading socialist and communist 
construction to victory by establishing the system 
and method of leadership over the revolution and 
construction, in keeping with our country’s actual 
conditions on the basis of Marxism-Leninism and 
the Juche idea. 

The working-class party is the guiding force in 
the system of leading the revolution and 
construction. 

As Marxism-Leninism teaches, the working- 
class party is the highest organization of all the 
working-class organizations. 

The great leader Comrade Kim I] Sung has 
always found the key to all success in strengthening 
the Party in the whole course of leading the 
revolution and construction and wisely led the 
work of. building the revolutionary Party of the 
working class in our country. 


The revolutionary party of the working class in 
each country should be built independently by the 
communists of that country. Under the leadership 
of the great leader Comrade Kim II Sung, the 
Korean communists formed Party organizations 
on the principle of Chajusong in the days of anti- 
Japanese revolutionary struggle and relied on 
them in leading the Korean revolution to victory. 
They themselves resolved the problems arising in 
the building of the ruling Party after liberation. 

In view of the country’s specific conditions and 
the demand of the revolution, our Party set forth 
the policy of building a mass-based party and 
widely recruited progressive workers, peasants and 
working intellectuals, which helped it in expanding 
its ranks rapidly. It continued to consolidate its 
ranks organizationally and ideologically in the 
fierce struggle against the internal and external 
enemies. 

We laid a particular emphasis on the establish- 
ment of monolithic ideological system as the basic 
line of Party building and thus made the Party’s 
unity and cohesion unbreakable, and strengthened 
and developed our Party into a militant, re- 
volutionary party with strong organization and 
discipline whereby all its members think and act in 
one and the same way. 

Our Party has always regarded it as its noble 
mission to serve the people, defended their interests 
thoroughly, relied firmly on them and 
strengthened its kindred ties with the masses. At 
present our Party has won unqualified support and 
trust of the people, and the latter wholly entrust 
their destiny to the former and are fighting 
staunchly under its leadership.

A socialist 
and communist society is a highly organized 
society, and for the correct management of such a 
society there must be a guiding force with strong 
organizing power like a party. 

We should build the Party in a far-sighted 
manner in view of its place and role in carrying out 
the socialist and communist cause. 

To strengthen and develop our Party into the 
ever-lasting Party of Comrade Kim I] Sung, its 
founder and leader, is the consistent stand our 
Party maintains in Party building. Our Party will 
admirably discharge its historical mission by in- 
variably having the great Comrade Kim I] Sung 
at the head of the Party, taking the Juche idea as 
its guiding idea, _— resolutely defending __ its 
revolutionary traditions and holding fast to its 
policies. 

We should establish more thoroughly the mo- 
nolithic ideological system in the whole Party, 
consolidate unremittingly the Party’s organiz- 
ational and ideological foundations and keep on 
building up its ranks. All Party organizations 
should strengthen work among cadres and Party 
members, regarding work among people as the 
basis of Party activity, and regularize and standar- 
dize Party life to temper their Party spirit further 
and rally all sections of the masses closely behind 
the Party through efficient work among them. 

Giving correct Party guidance to the revolution 
and construction is the Party’s important duty. 

The working-class party is a political organ of 
leadership, so its guidance of the revolution and 
construction should be a political guidance, a 
guidance given in conformity with Party policy. In 
the whole course of giving its guidance to the 
revolution and construction, our Party has paid 
close attention to making sure that all Party 
organizations establish a unified control of work in

Party policy. 

What is important in the Party’s leadership 
over socialist construction 1s to ensure correct 
guidance of the ideological, technical and cultural 
revolutions. 

Our Party has improved its leadership of the 
three revolutions in keeping with the requirements 
of the revolution and construction at every stage. 
In step with the intensifying ideological, technical 
and cultural revolutions, our Party further en- 
hanced the militant functions and role of its 
organizations and, at the same time, sent the three- 
revolution teams composed of Party hard core and 
young intellectuals to factories, enterprises and 
cooperative farms. It thus ensured that Party 
organizations and the teams vigorously promoted 
the ideological, technical and cultural revolutions 
by their united efforts. By constantly intensifying 
Party leadership over the three revolutions we will 
get these revolutions better organized and make 
them more active and bring about a new turn in 
their implementation. 

Socialist economic construction is an important 
revolutionary task for a working-class party in 
power. The work of the ruling Party should be 
aimed at efficient socialist economic construction, 
and success in Party work, too, should be man- 
ifested in the success of socialist economic 
construction. 

Today our national economy has attained a 
high level of development and its potentialities are 
enormous. This requires further to strengthen 
Party leadership over socialist economic construc- 
tion. Party organizations should firmly take econ- 
omic work in hand and actively push it forward; 
they should give efficient assistance to the econ- 
omic functionaries so that they organize economic 
work and direct production in a responsible way, 
with the attitude befitting masters of the 
revolution. 

If we are to build socialism and communism 
successfully, we must strengthen people’s govern- 


ment as the weapon and enhance the role of the 
state and economic bodies. 

Guided by the Marxist-Leninist theory on the 
proletarian dictatorship, our Party established the 
people’s government by creatively solving the 
question of state power to suit the conditions of a 
new era and thus contributed to enriching the 
historical experience of proletarian dictatorship. 

People’s government is a new type of the 
proletarian dictatorship which was born as re- 
quired by the law of the revolutionary movement 
of the working class. 

Socialist and communist revolution has made 
steady progress over a century and rallied under its 
banner not only the working class but also broader 
sections of the working people. In our time people 
from all walks of life including workers and peas- 
ants have come to participate in the revolutionary 
movement led by the working class. What is more, 
in those countries which, like ours, were formerly 
imperialist colonies or semi-colonies, broad sec- 
tions of the masses such as peasants, working 
intellectuals and small propertied class under the 
leadership of the working class are not only par- 
ticipating in the anti-imperialist revolution for 
national liberation, but have accepted socialism 
and are taking the socialist road. The people's 
government was the requirement of these historical 
conditions in which the socio-political basis of 
proletarian dictatorship extended beyond 
compare. 

In accordance with the Juche-oriented line of 
building the people’s government which the great 
leader Comrade Kim I] Sung defined during the 
period of the anti-Japanese revolutionary struggle 
and put into effect in the guerrilla bases, our Party 
destroyed the colonial ruling machines of the 
Japanese imperialists and established the people’s 
government immediately after liberation. Relying 
on this government, the Party carried out the anti- 
imperialist, anti-feudal democratic revolution and 
socialist revolution. Today it is successfully build- 


ing socialism. 


In order to fully realize the revolutionary cause 
of the working class, the cause of socialism and 
communism, the people’s government should be 
constantly strengthened. 

In each period of revolutionary development 
our Party took measures to strengthen the people’s 
government and enhance its functions and role in 
conformity with new circumstances and require- 
ment so that the people’s government could take 
its roots deep amongst the broad sections of people 
and carry out its task satisfactorily. Today our 
people’s government fulfils its functions and plays 
its role creditably as the weapon for the revolution 
and construction, as the champion of the freedom 
and right of the people and as the defender of the 
country and the revolution. It enjoys the deep 
trust and love of all the people. 

In the future, too, we must continue to 
strengthen the people’s government. 

We should firmly build up the people’s commit- 
tees at all levels and state and economic bodies with 
fine workers who are faithful to the Party and 
enjoy the confidence of the people and make sure 
that they carry out their tasks as the servants of 
the people. 

All the officials of state and economic bodies 
should have a strong Party spirit, working-class 
spirit and serve-the-people spirit and devote all 
their wisdom and energy to the work of providing 
the people with a more bountiful and cultured life. 

Ensuring proper guidance and management of 
the national economy is an important task of the 
state and economic institutions. 

The socialist economy can be successfully man- 
aged and developed rapidly only under centralized 
state leadership. 

The state and economic bodies should const- 
antly strengthen centralized guidance of the 
economy as required by the reality of the develop- 
ing socialist economy. In particular, the super- 
iority of the Juche-based socialist economic man- 
agement system with the Taean work system as its 
main content should be brought into full play. 
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The Taean work system is the best economic 
management system which accords with the in- 
trinsic nature of the socialist system. It is a J uche- 
based form of economic management which re- 
nders it possible to thoroughly implement the mass 
line and run the economy in a scientific and 
rational way under the collective leadership of the 
Party committee. The state and economic bodies 
should keep a firm hold on this work system and 
steadily improve economic management and 
ensure the planned and proportionate develop- 
ment of the national economy and a high rate of 
growth in production. 

The people’s government is a great creation of 
our revolution which was carried on under the 
banner of Marxism-Leninism and the Juche idea. It 
is the most democratic and popular revolutionary 
government conforming with the demand of our 
time and the actual condition of our country. Our 
Party and people will take firm hold of the people’s 
government whose superiority and invincible vi- 
tality have been confirmed in the protracted 
struggle for the revolution and construction, and 
will defend the revolutionary gains from the en- 
croachment of the enemy and build socialism and 
communism successfully. 

Working people’s organizations are the reliable 
assistants to the Party in realizing the cause of 
socialism and communism. 

In socialist society the working people’s or- 
ganizations are the organizations for the ideo- 
logical education of the broad masses and peri- 
pheral organizations of the Party. In socialist 
society where the working class and other working 
people are the masters of the country, the working 
people’s organizations perform the duties of educ- 
ating the masses and rallying them around the 
Party and of organizing them for the fulfilment of 
the revolutionary tasks set forth by the Party. 
Only by enhancing the role of these organizations 
in socialist society, is it possible to strengthen the 
ties of kinship between the Party and the masses of 
different social strata, efficiently mobilize them for 
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the revolution and construction, unite all the 
working people in organizations and educate and 
train them through organizational life and thus 
display the might of socialist society. 

Our Party correctly defined the mission and 
duty of the working people’s organizations in each 
stage of revolution and made them enhance their 
functions and role. It reorganized the working 
people’s organizations and improved their system 
and method of work in keeping with the new 
circumstances and conditions where the socialist 
revolution emerged victorious and the socialist 
system was established to make these organiz- 
ations perform properly their role as those of 
ideological education. 

In particular, our Party directed great efforts 
to the solution of the youth problem by strengthen- 
ing the work of the League of Socialist Working 
Youth. 

The youth problem is a very important problem 
which decides the success in the revolution and 
construction and the future destiny of the nation. 
The youths are a mighty force in the building of a 
new society and the successors to the revolution. So 
only by preparing them well politically, ideologi- 
cally and morally, can the revolution and construc- 
tion be stepped up vigorously and the eternal 
prosperity of the nation and the ultimate victory of 
the revolution be firmly guaranteed. It is necess- 
ary, therefore, to improve the work of the League 
of Socialist Working Youth so that it can train 
broad sections of young people organizationally, 
educate them in a revolutionary way and lead them 
to play the role of shock-brigade in the revolution 
and construction. 

Our Party channelled great efforts into youth 
work, the work of the LSWY. As a result, our 
youths creditably fulfilled their honourable duty of 
shock-brigade in each stage of revolutionary de- 
velopment, taking the lead in tackling arduous and 
difficult work. They are now displaying mass 
heroism on all fronts of socialist construction and 
firmly defending the country.

We should enhance the role of all working 
people’s organizations including the LSWY, so as 
to rally the masses from all social strata more 
firmly around the Party and encourage them to 
struggle to carry out Party policy with all their 
energy. In keeping with their characteristics, these 
organizations should work efficiently among their 
members and strengthen their organizational life 
and ideological education, thus constantly re- 
volutionizing and working-classizing them, and 
encouraging them to actively participate in social- 
ist economic construction and make collective 
innovations in all places. | 

What is also important in the leadership of the 
revolution and construction is to ensure that all 
officials acquire the revolutionary method of 
leadership and apply it thoroughly. 

The essential requisite to the revolutionary 
method of leadership is to carry out the re- 
volutionary mass line. It is the key to all problems 
to correctly organize and activate the masses who 
are the masters of the revolution and construction 
and carry them out directly. Officials must 
thoroughly protect the interests of the people, 
serve them devotedly, educate the working people 
and learn from them and mobilize the masses in 
solving all problems. This is a principle they must 
observe. 

To ensure that officials work by firmly relying 
on the masses, the struggle to improve the method 
and style of work should be intensified among 
them. It is of particular importance in the building 
of a ruling party to improve officials’ method and 
style of work. If the working-class party comes to 
power, some officials may show bureaucratic and 
administrative inclinations to solve all problems by 
the use of their authority. This may lead to such 
Serious consequences as to hamper the implemen- 
tation of Party policy and divorce the Party from 
the masses. 

From the first days of its seizure of power our 


Party attached great importance to improving 
officials’ method and style of work and always paid 
close attention to this. In particular, our Party has 
made strenuous efforts to oppose bureaucracy and 
establish a revolutionary work method and popu- 
lar work style, among all officials including those of 
the Party and people’s government bodies. 

The basic policy followed by our Party in 
improving the work method and style of officials is 
to implement the anti-Japanese guerrillas’ way of 
work and the Chongsanri spirit and method in- 
itiated by the great leader Comrade Kim II Sung. 
All officials should fully grasp the glorious history 
of leadership of the great leader Comrade 
Kim II Sung, and learn from the revolutionary 
work method—the leader’s method of work— 
created and brilliantly exemplified by the leader. 
Thus they will prepare themselves to be true 
workers who dedicate their all to the good of the 
people and to be competent revolutionary leading 
officials who successfully carry out the revo- 
lutionary tasks in hand by depending on and 
arousing the masses. 

Today we are confronted with a momentous 
task to step up socialist construction in the nor- 
thern half of the Republic and, at the same time, 
reunify the divided country and establish national 
sovereignty across the country. 

Owing to the policy of occupation and subjug- 
ation pursued by US imperialism for nearly 40 
years, south Korea has now turned into a complete 
colony whose sovereignty was trampled down, and 
where the people are subjected to all sorts of 
disasters and miseries. For the purpose of main- 
taining their colonial fascist rule, the US imperial- 
ists and their lackeys fostered the flunkeyist idea of 
worshipping, fearing and submitting to America 
throughout south Korea. Such being the case, only 
when flunkeyism is opposed and Juche established 
firmly can the awareness of national independence 
be raised among the south Korean people and can 
they be roused to determined anti-US struggle for 
independence and powerful anti-fascist struggle for 
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democracy. 

Upholding the banner of the Juche idea, our 
Party will accelerate socialist construction and 
intensify the struggle for the independent reunifi- 
cation of the country, thereby establishing 
national sovereignty throughout the country and 
consummating the revolutionary cause of Juche in 
this land as soon as possible. 

The important task at present in completing 
the revolutionary cause of the working class 
pioneered by Marx is to oppose imperialism and 
promote the cause of independence for the world. 

The struggle against capitalism and imperia- 
lism which has lasted for a long time on the 
international arena is still going on and is getting 
more intense. Capitalism and imperialism are the 
last exploiting systems which trample upon the 
aspiration of the masses for Chajusong in human 
history, and are the most ferocious oppressive 
systems which combine class domination with 
national oppression. Imperialism has now turned 
into modern imperialism based on state monopoly 
capitalism, and it has become more aggressive and 
brutal than ever before. It is flagrantly challenging 
the oppressed popular masses in their cause of 
national liberation, independence and socialism. 
The imperialists are clinging to neo-colonialism 
and obstinately pursuing the policy of plundering 
and subjugating other nations by more covert and 
crafty methods. US-led modern imperialism, 
though on the decline, is making desperate efforts 
to save itself from ruins. Particularly, as the 
general crisis of capitalism deepens, the imperial- 
ists are not onlv repressing harshly the revo- 
lutionary advance of the working class and the 
working masses in their own countries, but also 
intensifying the acts of aggression and subversion 
against socialist countries and the international 
communist movement under the heading of ‘“‘anti- 
communism ”’. 

So long as imperialism exists, domination and 
plunder will not cease, and as long as imperialist 
domination and plunder exist, there is bound to be 
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the revolutionary struggle of the working class and 
the masses of people to oppose them. 

If imperialism is to be ultimately destroyed and 
the victory of the world revolution is to be won, the 
anti-imperialist, anti-US struggle should be in- 
tensified. Apart from this struggle it would be 
inconceivable to win and consolidate national 
independence, hasten the victory of socialism and 
communism, prevent war and ensure world peace 
and security. 

What is of primary importance in strengthen- 
ing the anti-imperialist, anti-US struggle is for 
socialist countries and Communist and Workers’ 
Parties to maintain an anti-imperialist stand and 
intensify the struggle against international 
imperialism. 

The socialist forces and the international com- 
munist movement are the most powerful revo- 
lutionary forces of our time which are opposed to 
imperialism and all other reactionary forces; they 
are the decisive factor that frustrates the imperial- 
ist policy of war and aggression and pushes forward 
the revolutionary struggle of the world’s people. 

If they are to fulfil their noble mission, the 
socialist forces and the international communist 
movement must achieve the unity and cohesion of 
their ranks. 

Unity is the most powerful weapon of the 
working class. From the first days of its appearance 
on the arena of history, the working class has 
always treasured unity as the most valuable 
weapon in the struggle against international ca- 
pital, and paved the way to victory on the strength 
of unity. Still today the anti-imperialist struggle 
and other common tasks can be successfully carried 
out only when socialist countries and Communist 
and Workers’ Parties pool their strength and 
closely cooperate with each other as_ class 
comrades-in-arms on the basis of mutual respect 
and Chajusong. 

On the occasion of the 165th birthday and the 
centenary of the death of Karl Marx, the 
Communist and Workers’ Parties of many count- 


ries affirmed that under the banner of Marxism- 
Leninism they would struggle to liquidate imperia- 
lism and colonialism, win the working-class power 
and build a new society free from exploitation and 
oppression and accomplish the cause of socialism 
and ‘communism. This constitutes the fundamental 
conditions which make it possible to unite the 
socialist countries and Communist and Workers’ 
Parties in a single bond of class brothers. 

There may be differences among fraternal par- 
ties and countries, but these emanate from the 
disparities in views on the lines and ways of 
realizing the common purpose and ideal; they are 
by no means identical with the contradictions 
among different states and social systems or the 
conflicting interests of hostile classes. Socialist 
countries and Communist and Workers’ Parties 
have more communities than differences; and com- 
munities are of primary importance while dif- 
ferences are of secondary nature. They should 
attach prime importance to unity and subordinate 
everything to this; they must set great store by 
common denominators and settle differences in the 
spirit of mutual understanding and comradely 
cooperation. If socialist countries and Communist 
and Workers’ Parties make sincere and persevering 
efforts, they will defend unity and strengthen 
solidarity. 

If the might of socialist forces and the inter- 
national communist movement is to be indestruc- 
tible, it is necessary to strengthen each of the 
national units while ensuring unity and cohesion. 
Socialist forces and the international communist 
movement can increase their strength as a whole 
only by reinforcing each of the national units and 
by pooling their efforts. 

Communist and Workers’ Parties should, first 
of all, carry out their own revolutions successfully 
and, to this end, they should adhere to Chajusong. 

Communists should shape their policies in- 
dependently in keeping with the specific realities of 
their own countries and solve all the problems 
arising in the revolution and construction on their 


own responsibility. Only then can they develop the 
revolutionary struggle and construction work. 

At the present time the revolutionary struggle 
of the working class goes on within each unit of 
different national states which have diverse socio- 
historical conditions, and these nations differ from 
each other in their revolutionary tasks. These 
realities urgently demand that the communists of 
each country stick to Chajusong and responsibly 
carry out their own revolution. 

Chajusong is the basis for the strengthening of 
proletarian internationalism. Internationalist 
unity is unity among the peoples aspiring to 
Chajusong; it aims at eliminating all forms of 
domination and_ subjection and_ realizing 
Chajusong. Unless it is based on Chajusong genuine 
and durable unity will be impossible, nor will 
national and international duties be performed in 
good faith. 

It is particularly important that.the countries 
where the working class has assumed power hold 
fast to Chajusong and build socialism and com- 
munism successfully. The parties of socialist count- 
ries should map out their policies in keeping with 
their own specific situations and develop their 
economy and culture and increase self-reliant de- 
fence capabilities by enlisting the efforts of their 
own people and their own resources. This alone 
enables them to discharge their responsibility to 
their people and the international working class. 

The anti-imperialist, national-liberation dem- 
ocratic revolution should be carried out thoroughly 
and the building of a new society accelerated in 
those countries which were colonies and semi- 
colonies in former days. This is of tremendous 
importance in destroying imperialism ultimately 
and making the whole world independent. 

In an attempt to subjugate newly-independent 
countries again, the US imperialists are now bring- 
ing massive aggressive forces into the major zones 
of resources and areas of strategic importance 
under the pretext of ‘protecting concessions’’ and 
“security’’, and are making frantic efforts to take

hold of the third-world countries politically, econ- 
omically and militarily in the guise of 
“cooperation” and “‘protection”’. 

Under the banner of anti-imperialism and anti- 
colonialism the Asian, African and Latin-American 
peoples should wage daring struggles to oppose 
imperialism and defend Chajusong, and thus carry 
out the tasks of anti-imperialist, national- 
liberation revolution thoroughly. The peoples of 
different parts of the world which are still under the 
control of imperialism, colonialism and racism, 
should conduct all manners of vigorous revo- 
lutionary struggles including armed struggle to 
drive out imperialists and achieve the decoloniz- 
ation and independence of their countries. The 
world’s progressive people should actively support 
and encourage them in their struggle both morally 
and materially. 

The peoples of newly-independent countries 
which cast off the yoke of imperialism should get 
rid of the political and economic foothold of foreign 
imperialists and domestic reactionary forces, 
strengthen the revolutionary forces, set up a pro- 
gressive social system and build an independent 
national economy and national culture. This is the 
only way to safeguard the revolutionary gains, 
achieve the prosperity of the country and the 
nation and contribute to the common cause of the 
world’s people who are struggling to destroy 
imperialism. 

An important task today in opposing imperia- 
lism and building an independent new world is to 
strengthen and develop the non-aligned 
movement. 

The non-aligned movement is a progressive 
movement opposed to all forms of domination and 
subjection and aspiring for Chajusong; it is a 
mighty revolutionary force of our time which 
stands against imperialism. In order to strengthen 
and develop this movement all non-aligned count- 
ries should strictly observe its fundamental prin- 
ciples and materialize political unity and economic 
cooperation. They should abide by the principle of 
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complete equality and noninterference in each 
other’s internal affairs and unite with each other to 
counter imperialist aggression and interference by 
joint efforts and should fight resolutely to institute 
a new international economic order. 

The most important task confronting the pro- 
gressive mankind of the world at the present time is 
to check and foil the imperialist moves towards 
aggression and war and safeguard universal peace 
and security. 

The present international situation is very 
complicated and strained. The danger of war is 
growing in all parts of the world, and peace and 
security are seriously menaced. 

With a view to realizing their ambition for 
world domination, the US imperialists are working 
to unleash a thermo-nuclear war and plunge man- 
kind into the holocaust of war. While reinforcing 
armed forces and keying up the tension in the 
Middle East, they are making preparations for a 
new war of aggression against the Arab people, and 
opposing the people’s struggle for national liber- 
ation and the building of a new society and 
disturbing peace and security in Africa, too. They 
are committing armed intervention against the 
people whoare struggling for freedom and indepen- 
dence in Central America, and intensify military 
threat and subversion and sabotage against pro- 
gressive countries. They are attempting to increase 
nuclear weapons in a big way in Europe, thus 
greatly aggravating the situation in this region. 

The US imperialists are bent on undisguised 
moves to spark off another war particularly in 
Korea. In an endeavour to grab south Korea as a 
colonial foothold in Asia, as a bridgehead for their 
aggression on the continent and fulfil their aggress- 
ive ambition, they have brought to south Korea a 
large number of nuclear weapons and other means 
of mass destruction and turned south Korea liter- 
ally into a huge powder keg, into a base for nuclear 
war. 

Due to the new war provocations perpetrated 
by US imperialism in many parts of the world, 


mankind is now faced with a vital problem of 
another world war or peace. 

The present situation demands that whoever 
desires the security and peace of humanity should 
unite, irrespective of political views, religious be- 
liefs and social institutions, and rise up in the fight 
to thwart US imperialist war moves and defend 
world peace.

Kim Jong II,” “Korean Revolution and Human 
Emancipation”, and “The Light That IIlumines the Road 
to Independence.” 


Seminars on the Juche Idea 


Thanks to the extensive publishing activities for 
disseminating the Juche idea and the formation of the 
studying bodies on all continents and in all countries, 
the seminars on the Juche idea develop in depth. 

At the beginning, the seminars were held by in- 
dividual organizations in individual countries, through 
the method of referring to the successes achieved in the 
study of the great President Kim !! Sung’s works to 
mark the days of publication of these particular works 
and the national holidays of the Korean people. But, 
now they are organized in a unified way on a nation- 
wide scale, instead of by individual bodies, and are 
rapidly expanding and developing into a regional or 
worldwide scale.

Should non- 
aligned countries fail to uphold the banner of non- 
alignment and_ slacken the  anti-imperialist 
struggle in the present situation, it would be 
impossible to dispel. the dark clouds of war 
hanging heavily over different parts of the world, 
and they might fall a victim to imperialist aggres- 
sion. Non-aligned countries should form a united 
front with the broad anti-war, peace forces of the 
world and direct the spearhead of attack to 
imperialist activities for aggression and war. Also, 
they should have all the military blocs dissolved, 
imperialist military bases of aggression in other 
countries dismantled, armed forces of aggression 
withdrawn from there and establish and expand 
nuclear-free, peace zones in different parts of the 
world. Non-aligned countries must not get en- 
trapped in the war strategy of US imperialism but 
must determinedly stop and frustrate imperialist 
armed interventions and aggressions against the 
member nations of the non-aligned movement. 


The slogan of holding aloft the banner of non- 
alignment demands that they refrain from joining 
in any bloc and firmly maintain an independent 
attitude of acting on their own decision. Only by 
holding fast to this independent stand can the 
non-aligned movement preserve its intrinsic 
characteristics as an independent political force 
outside all blocs and increase its strength as a 
whole.

Heads of state and government of non-aligned 
countries are appealing for fighting on against imperia- 
lism and colonialism and taking practical actions to 
facilitate South-South cooperation. 


At a recent press interview Indian Prime Minister 
Indira Gandhi noted that the non-aligned movement is 
a continuation of the people's struggle against imperia- 
lism and colonialism and stressed that the conception 
of the non-aligned movement is that its member nations 
are full of a resolve not to submit to foreign coercion or 
pressure. Referring to the Middle East question, she 
expressed her support for the just struggle of the 
Palestine Liberation Organization. 


At a press conference held in Antananarivo on March 
12 Malagasy President Didier Ratsiraka, referred to the 
New Delhi Summit, and stressed that what ts important 
now is for all non-aligned countries to strive to put into 
reality the resolutions adopted by the Summit. He 
stated that Madagascar, as a member nation of the non- 
aligned movement, would concretize all the problems 
discussed and decided on by the Summit and strive to 
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strengthen and develop the movement in practice. He 
declared that his country would fight against imperia- 
lism, colonialism, fascism and Zionism and for global 
peace and security. 


At a recent news conference Prime Minister Maurice 
Bishop of the People’s Revolutionary Government of 
Grenada said that his government believed that there 
existed a real danger of US armed intervention in 
Grenada and that accordingly this danger should be 
considered seriously. He noted that latterly Reagan and 
high-ranking officials of the US Administration were 
Carrying On adrive to threaten and slander Grenada, and 
denounced this Washington policy as a menace not 
only to the national security of Grenada but also to the 
peace and security of the whole Caribbean. 


In his recent speech Congolese President Denis 
Sassou-Nguesso said that the Congo has all along 
called for general disarmament, and added to the 
following effect: 

Imperialists’ moves in different regions of the world 
show their aggressive nature. The racist government of 
South Africa can continue with apartheid and policy of 
occupation and aggression in neighbour countries only 
with the support of the West. The Congo stands by the 
people striving to defend their independence and 
pursuing the policy of peace and friendship in the 
struggle between progressive and reactionary forces. It 
is necessary to strike a decisive counterblow at 
“information colonialism’— the manoeuvres of the 


Western mass media. The Congolese people are suc- 
cessfully carrying out the First Five-Year Plan for the 
Development of the National Economy despite the 
subversive activities of the counterrevolutionary forces. 

He called upon his people to make every effort to 
carry out revolutionary reforms, attain the objectives of 
the national democratic revolution and build socialism 
in the country. 


At a press interview on March 15 Ugandan President 
A. Milton Obote emphasized that it was imperative for 
the third-world countries to increase South-South 
cooperation so as to tide over the current economic 
crisis, and continued: One of the difficult problems 
confronting the world at present is a global economic 
crisis. The Seventh Non-aligned Summit discussed this 
problem and advanced some proposals for its solution. 
To settle this problem effectively it is necessary to 
develop South-South cooperation in the fields of trade, 
technology and economy. 


In his recent radio address Guyanese President 
Linden Forbes Sampson Burnham expressed the firm 
resolve of the Guyanese people to build a socialist 
society referring to the need to attain self-sufficiency in 
food and underscored: 

We should not and can not rely on other countries for 


‘The Second Meeting of 
Coordinating Countries in the 
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food. We must and can be completely self-sufficient in 
food. Guyana has broad prospects for agricultural 
development. We must join our efforts to shore up the 
economy. We must have a will to overcome difficulties, 
stop waste, abolish the ineffective and inefficient 
things under our system and increase production for 
existence. 

Pointing to the need to increase South-South 
cooperation in the political and economic domains, he 
stressed that developing countries should successfully 
counter developed countries with their common 
strategy and tactics. 


Touching upon the Seventh Non-Aligned Summit at 
Victoria on March 12, Seychellois President France

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Check Racist Aggression 
in Angola 


The Angolan people have never been able to 
live in peace since the establishment of the 
People’s Republic on November 11, 1975. They 
had to fight against colonial rule for nearly five 
centuries. Today they have to fight against South 
African aggression. Even at this moment frantic 
provocations by the South African racists against 
the Angolan people continue. 

The Pretoria regime ts working in every way to 
justify their aggressive acts against the People’s 
Republic of Angola. They claim that they are a 
victim of “communist expansion in Africa’, so the 
support of the Angolan government to the 
Namibian people should be stopped. But they can 
fool none. Namibia is unlawfully occupied by 
South African troops. It is quite natural, therefore, 
that the Namibian people should fight for national 
independence, arms in hand. 

As for the support of the People’s Republic of 
Angola to the Namibian people's struggle, it is to 
fulfil its duty as a member of the international 
community. The principle of national liberation 
and independence is provided for in the UN 
Charter too, which legalizes the position of the 
People’s Republic of Angola. 

The South African racists also attributes the 
decolonization of Namibia to the presence of 
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Cuba’s internationalist soldiers in Angola. This 
does not tally with fact either. The Cubans came to 
Angola in 1975 at the request of President 
Agostino Neto to help our young national army to 
repel South African aggression. 

As is made clear in the Angola-Cuba joint 
statement dated February 4, 1981, the Cuban 
troops are present in Angola to halt the aggression 
of the racist fascist troops of South Africa closely 
tied up with the US and have nothing to do with 
the Namibian question. 

Virtually subjected to aggression, Angola could 
not but ask for the help of fraternal countries in 
accordance with Article 51 of the UN Charter. This 
was how the Cubans came to Angola, which is an 
entirely independent and legal action taken by the 
two countries. 

There is no room for doubt about the aggressive 
nature of South African intervention in Angola. 

The UN Security Council flayed South African 
aggression in Angola five times from 1975. It 
branded South African aggression as a ‘‘serious 
menace to global peace and security’. In its 
resolution No. 418 dated November 4, 1977 the 
council called upon the governments of all count- 
ries to embargo all ships carrying weapons to 
South Africa and give necessary aid at once to the 
people’s Republic of Angola and other frontline 
countries so that they could increase their defence 
power to counter South African aggression. 

But the US, disregarding this international re- 
solution, keeps egging the Pretoria regime on to 


aggression which is playing dire havoc with 
Angola. Angola suffered material losses amount- 
ing to as much as 7,000 million dollars from 
October 1975 when South Africa started their 
aggression to March 27, 1976 when the invaders 
were forced out of Angola. It sustained losses of 
nearly 930 million dollars from June 1977 to date. 
When we add to this the money spent by our 
government to give relief to 160,000 war suf- 
ferers, the amount of losses reaches astounding 
figures. 

South African aggression was rampant espe- 
cially in southern and southeastern provinces of 
the People’s Republic of Angola which cover an 
area of nearly 401,373 square kilometres and are 
inhabited by some 1,050,000 Angolans and 
thousands of Namibian refugees who came there 
due to South Africa’s illegal occupation. 

These provinces are of special economic im- 
portance in our country for their inexhaustible 
resources in the fields of agriculture, animal hus- 
bandry, industry and fisheries. 

Since March 27, 1976 the armed forces of 
Pretoria, in fact, have never stopped their 
aggressions—intrusions into our territorial air, 
bombing, infiltrations of paratroopers by helicop- 
tors, infantry attacks with the support of armoured 
vehicles, shelling, mining of farm villages, bridges 
and roads, and plunder and destruction of various 
material assets and means of production. 

The aggressive acts of the Pretoria racists re- 
ached their zenith with large-scale operations on 
August 23, 1981 dabbed “Proteu”’, through 
which South African troops occupied Cunene 
Province with an area of nearly 50,000 square 
kilometres in southern Angola. The aim of this 
Occupation is supposed to establish a ‘’shield 
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state’’ to curb the decolonization of Namioia. 

Deeply indignant at the situation, the Angolan 
people adopted the only alternative—to defend 
the menaced fatherland, with a firmer determi- 
nation, under the leadership of the MPLA 
Workers’ Party and President Jose Eduardo Dos 
Santos. 

The information submitted by the Angolan 
government to the Second Session of the 
International Commission for Inquiry into the 
Crimes of the South African Racists held in 
Lunada, the Angolan capital, in January and 
February, 1981 noted: 

“Angola is protecting the human race from 
South African aggression. Because the racists are 
massacring people in Angola and committing 
crimes against mankind. They are wiping villages 
out of existence, destroying factories, carrying 
away seed grains and other farm produce, and 
taking away animals or burning them to death.” 

The information concluded: 

“It is necessary to organize a worldwide move- 
ment against apartheid and the political regime of 
South Africa and aggression in the People’s 
Repdblic of Angola. 

“It is unnecessary to conduct such a movement 
that only adopts proposals or resolutions in 
international forums, which the Pretoria regime 
does not execute. Look at the present world. We 
need a movement which can confront the racists 
by mobilizing the international community with 
widespread powerful action.” 

After all, what we hold is, that we should 
support the liberation struggle of the Namibian 
people and curb South African racist aggression 
in Angola and other countries in this part of the 
world opposed to apartheid. 
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We Will Safeguard 
Revolutionary Gains 


US imperialists are stepping up their aggres- 
sions and interventions in Central American and 
Caribbean countries. 

Particularly, with a view to destroying the 
Nicaraguan revolution, they carry out incessant 
invasions of our country from Honduras. They 
armed the Somozaite remnants and offered them 
Miami as their first training ground. But they 
found their lackeys so impotent that they took 
advantage of the pro-US inclinations of Honduras 
and other reactionary countries in building up 
their strongholds in these countries, from which 
they invade our country. 

In a word, instead of drawing a due lesson from 
their miserable defeat at Playa Giron in Cuba, they 
try to check the advance of the Sandinist popular 
revolution. 

We are not unaware that the road.we chose to 
follow will be very rough and arduous. The 
Nicaraguan people know well what they should 
do to meet their aggression. It is only three years 
since the victory of the Nicaraguan revolution, but 
the Sandinist people have attained a high degree 
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of ideological consciousness. 

We know well what war means. No one in 
Nicaragua wants war. We want peace throughout 
the world and are striving for it. But we are not at 
all afraid to fight the aggressors. If they make a 
reckless attack, all our revolutionary people, well 
Organized and armed, will mete out a severe 
punishment to them. 

In the light of the strained situation on the 
continent caused by the US warmaniacs headed 
by Reagan, our Sandinist people are militarily 
prepared, enlisted in the Sandinist militia, de- 
fender of our sovereignty and revolution. We will 
never bring to naught the lives of numerous 
fighters (50,000 in all) dedicated to the liberation 
struggle against the Somoza dictatorship. Our 
militia is farmers, 


made up of workers, 


housewives,intellectuals, old people and 
children—sons and daughters of Sandino. They are 
brimming over with a burning will to fight on until 
they have completely liquidated the Somozaites, 
and are determined to stay on in the trench until 
they have destroyed the aggressors. 

The Nicaraguan people experienced the brutal 
dictator's murderous atrocities to the marrow in 
their bones. We will never tolerate the US-backed 
enemies who try to deprive us of our achieve- 
ments, freedom and sovereignty. 

Last year Nicaragua was attacked nearly 500 


times from the territory of Honduras. The 
Somozaite remnants supported by the Honduran 
army perpetrate. invasions of us almost every day. 
Whenever the counterrevolutionaries carry out 
combat actions in our northern region, Honduran 
troops help them and they even fire at our frontier 
outposts including that at Guasaule. In addition to 
these armed provocations we witnessed 127 air 
intrusions by unidentified planes, 81 attacks on 
our frontier guard posts and 36 raids on Sandinist 
people and militias from ambush. 

Not long ago two Honduran naval patrol boats 
and one vessel with a Salvadorian flag attacked a 
Sandinist naval patrol boat in our territorial waters 
only 3 km from Fonseca on the coast. Meanwhile, 
a counterrevolutionary unit attacked our frontier 
outpost at Loma Suspiro using heavy weapons. 

The Reagan Administration makes desperate 
efforts to isolate us. They whip together their allies 
in Central America and drive them out against us. 
Recently, the “Forum on Peace and Democracy,” 
formerly called Central American Democratic 
Community, held a session in San Jose, Costa 
Rica. This forum was aimed at making their allies 
serve US imperialism more faithfully and forming 
a regional alliance which is to play the role the 
Somoza clique performed before. But things did 
not turn out as expected by US imperialists, for 
there are peoples who love peace and are de- 
to defend it staunchly like the 
Nicaraguan people. 
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We have wiped out many counterrevolutionary 
bases in our northern region and our National 


Security Ministry frustrated the enemy's activities 
to destroy our dominant economic sectors which 
include oil refineries and cement factories. 

Our people are affiliated with revolutionary 
mass organizations like the Civil Defence 
Committee and Sandinist Militia and are re- 
solutely fighting to defend revolutionary gains. 

We have also energetically promoted the build- 
ing of anew society and scored great successes in 
this task, too. 

The number of illiterates decreased from 58 to 
12 per cent of the population, and the infantile 
mortality rate from 120 to 88: per every 1,000 
children. In 1977, 861,000 persons had prevent- 
ive inoculations, whereas the number has now 
reached 2,756,000 or an increase of 218 per cent. 
The number of hospitals, which was 26 in 1978, is 
99 now. 

Land is being distributed to farmers. At present 
440 families are in cooperatives and are cultivat- 
ing 134,000 manzanans of land. Agrarian reform 
is still going on. State-run economic sectors, 
which produced only 15 per cent of home made 
goods, do 40 per cent now. 


The situation in Central America is tense owing 
to the manoeuvres of imperialists and the CIA. 
Any act of aggression will lead to a catastrophic 
effect to the country and, further, to an inter- 
national strife. Therefore, we support the proposal 
made by Mexico and Venezuela, and appeal to 
peace-loving people not to yield to the pressure of 
the Reagan Administration hostile to our people. 
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For Solutzon of Food and 
Agricultural Problem 


—In Non-Aligned and Developing Countries—

The food problem, the agricultural problem, is a 
highly important and urgent problem that the non- 
aligned and developing countries should settle 
without fail in building a new society. The world’s 
food crisis, which is causing terrible disasters to 
mankind, urgently requires these countries to 
settle the food problem by their own efforts. 

Today the non-aligned and developing countries 
are striving to increase agricultural production by 
warding off the influence of the cold front and 
attain their independent development. 


Revolutionary Spirit 
of Self-Reliance 


The non-aligned and developing countries are 
working hard to build independent agriculture and 
increase its production in the revolutionary spirit 
of self-reliance. 

Under slogans “‘Let’s develop agriculture as a 
priority task!” ‘“Let’s attain self-sufficiency in food 
by developing agriculture!”’ these countries are 
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taking positive measures to settle this problem, 
attaching great importance to agriculture. 

The head of state of Mauritania, stressing the 
necessity of self-sufficiency in food, stated that a 
nation which cannot provide for most of its own 
needs for food on its own, is open to attack, and 
called upon the farmers to do everything in their 
power to produce more grain. 

The Symposium of the Non-Aligned and Other 
Developing Countries on Increasing Food and 
Agricultural Production was held in our country in 
1981. International, regional or national meetings 
or symposiums are held frequently on the agricul- 
tural problem. Heads of state or government visit 
each other to discuss the problem of agricultural 
cooperation. This clearly shows that these count- 
ries attach great importance to agriculture and are 
striving to settle the food-agricultural problem 
through individual or collective self-reliance. 


Progressive Measures 


In order to fire farmers with creative zeal and 
pave a new way for agricultural development the 
non-aligned and developing countries are carrying 
out progressive measures such as agrarian reform 
and cooperativization. 

Newly-independent. Zimbabwe and Nicaragua 
which emerged victorious from revolution, con- 


fiscated lands owned by colonialists and their 
stooges and nationalized them or distributed them 
among farmers. 

Syria, Tanzania, Madagascar, Mozambique, 
Benin, Seychelles, Guyana, Grenada, Nepal, Sierra 
Leone, and many other countries carried out the 
collectivization of agriculture along with agrarian 
reform and organized and run various forms of 
cooperative economies—experimental farms, agro- 
stock cooperatives, agricultural cooperatives, col- 
lective villages, etc. 


Diversification 
of Agriculture 


Under imperialist colonial rule agriculture was 
not diversified in the non-aligned and developing 
countries. The diversification of agriculture is the 
basic way of solving the food problem in these 
countries. That is why they are striving to diversify 
agriculture. They are already gaining great suc- 
cesses in this respect. 

Malaysia cultivated only rubber in the past. But 
now it corrected this defect and is raising various 
grain crops. Rice cultivation has become gradually 
dominant and this country satisfies more than 80 
per cent of domestic needs for food on its own. 

Before independence Guinea was a backward 
agricultural state which cultivated mainly banana, 
coffee and pineapple. Since independence the 
country has paid deep attention to the diversifi- 
cation of agriculture, the leading branch of the 
national economy, so as to raise it to new heights 
and attain self-sufficiency in food. Guinea is now 
raising rice, corn, broomcorn. millet, sorghum, 
wheat, etc., on a large scale. 


? 


The ‘“‘green revolution” in Togo aims also at 
diversifying agriculture. Since the ‘‘green revol- 
ution” began in 1977 grain output has greatly 
increased: corn, from 102,000 tons to 134,000 tons; 
sorghum and broomcorn millet, from.94,000 tons to 


117,000 tons. 


Through diversification Tanzania _ radically 
raised the per-hectare yield of rice and corn. This 
country laid out a rice farm which harvested 4 or 5 
tons of rice per hectare last year. The farm is 
planning to produce 10 tons of rice per hectare a 
year by raising rice twice or thrice a year. Last year 
the Butiama Village, Mussoma District, Tanzania 
planted corn instead of sorghum and tended it well. 
As aresult, per-hectare harvest which had been 800 
kg, came to an average of 4.5 tons, 6.8 tons at the 
highest, last year. 


Irrigation 


The non-aligned and developing countries are 
pushing forward irrigation projects to protect 
crops and fields from damages of flood and drought 
caused by abnormal weather and put farming on a 
stable basis. 


India and Burma set irrigation as the primary 
task for developing agriculture and are working for 
it. 

During the first two years of the current Five- 
Year Plan India irrigated about 5 million hectares 
of lands, and in the remaining three years it will 
expand the irrigated area by 9 per cent every year 
and bring 50 per cent of the total arable lands under 
irrigation. To this end, dams are built, waterways 
cut, and wells dug across the country. 


Madagascar is undertaking projects to expand 
the irrigated area by 100,000 hectares; Algeria is 
briskly conducting projects to irrigate 20,000 hec- 
tares of land every year during the current Five- 
Year Plan. 


Benin, the Arab Republic of Yemen, Zambia, 
Somalia and Mexico made irrigation plans— 
building reservoirs, pumping stations and other 
irrigation works and cutting waterways—and are 
investing lots of funds and labour in their 
implementation. 
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For Scientific Farming 


The non-aligned countries and not a few third- 
world countries are paying deep attention to scien- 
tific farming to boost grain output. Many count- 
ries, including Burma, Pakistan, Algeria and 
Ghana, are disseminating scientific and technical 
knowledge of agriculture among farmers by va- 
rious ways and means. Niger set up schools for 
farmers across the country and is raising their role. 
The schools called technical centres for agricultural 
development teach farmers how to do scientific 
farming—how to use lands, cultivate crops, and 
apply fertilizers and other agricultural chemicals— 
to help them in their farming. There are 20 such 
schools in a district of Niger. 

Guinea is training a large number of agro- 
technicians. These technicians are actively helping 
farmers to do farming in a scientific way.

Increasing Mutual Exchange 
and Cooperation 


The non-aligned and developing countries are 
ncreasing mutual cooperation to settle the food- 

agricultural problem. They meet to discuss 
measures for self-sufficiency in food or establish 
various agricultural agencies to increase mutual 
exchange and cooperation. Good examples are that 
the member states of the West-African Economic 
Community held an agricultural ministers’ con- 
ference last year to discuss the question of expand- 
ing cooperation for self-sufficiency in food and that 
South Asian countries had a meeting to debate on 
ways to increase mutual cooperation in various 
branches including agriculture. 

These achievements made by the non-aligned 
and developing countries in building a new society 
under the banner of independence for the whole 
world, show that if farmers, masters of agriculture, 
are awakened and state directs great efforts grain 
output can be raised and all countries can settle the 
food-agricultural problem successfully and attain 
self-sufficiency in food.

We have gathered here today, cherishing the 
lofty idea of anti-imperialism, friendship and 
peace. The current world journalists’ conference 
is Of great importance in the struggle of the 
progressive mankind and journalists against the 
imperialist aggression and war manoeuvres and 
for the building of a new world, peaceful and 
prosperous. 

Dear delegates, 


The victory of the anti-imperialist independent 
forces and the downfall of the imperialist re- 
actionary forces is the inevitable process of his- 
torical development. But the imperialist reac- 
tionaries will never recede from the arena of 
history of their own accord. History shows that the 
imperialists are desperate to extricate themselves 
from their politico-economic crisis by means of 
aggression and war. Today US imperialists act 
Precisely this way. 

The Reagan Administration more hawkish than 


any of its predecessors is clamouring about so- 
called “powerful United States”, and openly re- 
veals their ambition to dominate the world. 
Fulfilling this ambition is the general strategic aim 
of the US Administration. In line with this global 
strategy the Washington authorities are now in- 
creasing their military expenditure in the un- 
precedentedly large dimensions. 

What we should not overlook particularly is that 
the American ruling circles are stepping up pre- 
parations for an adventurous nuclear war. 

While pushing forward preparations for this 
war, US imperialism is dispatching a large number 
of aggression troops to the major areas of natural 
resources and the areas of strategic importance on 
the pretext of ‘protection of concessions”, 
“ensuring security’ and so on, and incessantly 
resorts to military threat and blackmail against the 
progressive countries, interference in their internal 
affairs, subversion and sabotage, and armed inter- 
vention. 
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Now mankind stands at the crossroads of a new 
global war or peace. 

The present situation demands that the world’s 
progressive journalists actively fight to thwart 
aggression and war machinations of the imperial- 
ist expansionists and safeguard world peace and 
security. 

Most important here is to lay bare the US 
imperialist policy of aggression and criminal acts. 

We must open to public view the US imperial- 
ists’ anti-revolutionary global strategy and ad- 
venturous nuclear war plan, destructive activities 
and subversive plots and interference in internal 
affairs and armed aggression being committed in 
all parts of the world. 

The world’s progressive journalists should 
render their all-out support to the people's 
struggle to withdraw foreign military bases and 
troops in other countries, disband military blocs 
and create nuclear-free, peace zones in Asia, 
Africa, Latin America, Europe, Middle East and 
other areas of the world. 

At the same time, they should positively support 
the people in their struggle to prohibit the test, 
production, stockpiling and use of nuclear 
weapons and to realize the universal and complete 
disarmament in all areas of the world. 

An important task now confronting them is to 
oppose the domination and subjugation of im- 
perialism and resolutely fight for Chajusong (in- 
dependence) of the countries. 

Chajusong is the life and soul of a nation. In 
order to realize Chajusong it is necessary to 
oppose imperialism. Imperialism is the last sup- 
pressive system violating the sovereignty of a 
country, detrimental to its independent develop- 
ment. US imperialism, the chieftain of modern 
imperialism, in particular, is the main force under- 
mining the aspiration and demand of the country 
for Chajusong. 

The US imperialists are claiming 
“independence” and “freedom” in word, but in 
deed try to subordinate newly-independent 
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countries politically. 

The world’s progressive journalists should lay 
bare the aggressive nature and crafty methods of 
the imperialists’ neo-colonialist policy, in order to 
let the popular masses know that imperialism will 
never bestow independence on the colonies, nor 
will ithelp the latter in their independent develop- 
ment and building of a new society, nor will it give 
up political domination and economic plunder. 

We should propagate that the people of the 
newly-emerging countries should adhere to 
Chajusong in politics, and, at the same time, build 
an independent national economy in the spirit of 
national and collective self-reliance and establish 
a new international economic order in order to 
consolidate national independence and so- 
vereignty and build a new society with success. 

It is an urgent demand for a country to maintain 
Chajusong with a view to frustrating the US war 
policy. 

Unable to deal with the world anti-imperialist, 
peace forces with their weakened strength, the US 
imperialists are now scheming to involve more 
satellites and stooges deeper into their war policy 
and commit aggression and war by proxy in many 
parts of the world. 

The NATO allies in Europe and Japan in Asia 
play a pivotal role in executing the US war policy. 

The progressive journalists of the world must 
arouse broad public opinion so that all the count- 
ries will maintain Chajusong and the West 
European countries and Japan in particular do not 
share the US war vehicle under its command. 

The progressive journalists of the world must 
fight for the unity of all progressive forces and 
anti-war and peace forces. 

The struggle for socialism, national liberation 
struggle, non-aligned movement, democratic mo- 
vement and the righteous struggle of the peoples 
of five continents of the world are merging into 
one stream to achieve peace and progress, Oppos- 
ing imperialism and colonialism, and they are 
closely interlinked. 
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The progressive journalists of the world should 
instil in the people an idea that the unity of all the 
progressive forces and peace forces will prevent 
war and secure peace but split only help the 
imperialists in their war policy. 

By doing so, we must see to it that all the 
progressive forces of the world form an anti- 
imperialist, anti-US joint front, make collective 
attack on the US imperialists from all sides to bind 
them hand and foot so that they may not act 
arbitrarily and the struggle of the world’s people 
for peace and democracy, national independence 
and social progress can make a triumphant 
onward march. The progressive journalists of the 
world should wield the pen of justice to expose 
and condemn thoroughly the aggressive crimes of 
the imperialists and at the same time support and 
encourage in every way the anti-imperialist, peace 
movement of the popular masses. 

The Korean people have been fighting for nearly 
40 years against the US imperialist occupation of 
south Korea and for the reunification of the 


country. In order to realize the independent. 


peaceful reunification of Korea the US troops 


must be withdrawn from south Korea, colonial 
rule abolished and the interference of the United 
States in the internal affairs of Korea terminated. 

We progressive journalists should defend and 
develop the progressive press in order to realize 
the idea of anti-imperialism, friendship and peace. 

Today hundreds of millions of popular masses 
of the world regard the progressive press as their 
powerful ideological weapon, close _ friend, 
whereas the’ imperialist reactionary forces are 
afraid of it as a bomb and trying to eradicate it. 

The suppression of the progressive press by the 
imperialists must be stopped and true freedom of 
press and speech be ensured everywhere in the 
world. 


We must put an end to the monopoly and 
arbitrariness of the imperialists and thoroughly 
smash their deceptive and reactionary press off- 
ensive by strengthening in every way the mass 
media placed in our hands. Along with it there 


should be brisk exchange of information and 


increased contacts and cooperation of mass 


media. 


Report on First Agenda Item by 
IOJ Secretary General Jiri Kubka 


Our conference is being held in the period in 
which we celebrate a number of significant anniv- 
ersaries. On 25 June 1983 it has been just 33 
years, when the mercenary gangs of Syngman 
Rhee, following the command of USA, crossed 
the 38th parallel and launched the war against the 
Democratic People’s Republic of Korea. On 27 
July it will be 30 years since the day when in 


Panmunjom the armistice had been signed and 


the war could have been ended after three years. 

On the. occasion of both these events we

We, journalists, had been supporting the 
Korean people, mobilized the world public with 
our news and helped to thwart the plans of 
imperialism in this region.

It still exists and demands 
our full attention. 

With great anxiety we must state that the 
situation in the world dangerously worsened for 
which ‘the irresponsible policy of imperialism— 
and especially of the governing aggressive circles 
of USA—is to blame. We face the situation today, 
when the danger of a nuclear war eclipses the life 
of people and when the outbreak of the war would 
mean the self-annihilation of mankind. 
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To the policy of confrontation belongs inciting 
conflicts and enhancing tension in all parts of this 
world, as well as creating new hotbeds of tension. 
In that way the international situation sharpens 
day by day and the fuse is being kept on the barrel 
with war gunpowder. 

It is the demand of our time that all political and 
social forces, sincerely striving for peace, unite 
irrespective of different political programmes, 
Opinions and religions and defend the nations 
against the catastrophe of the nuclear war. 

Our International Organization of Journalists, 
established 37 years ago to associate progressive 
and anti-fascist newsmen, has since its first day of 
existence followed the noble ideal of struggling 
for peace and for a better future of mankind.

Keynote Report on Second Agenda Item by Li Jong Won, Head 

of the Journalists’ Delegation of “‘Hyokmyong Chonson’’,

To reunify the divided country is the greatest 
cherished desire and the most urgent task of our 
nation. 

Division has brought our nation untold miseries 
and sufferings, and it still continues. 


The US imperialists are doggedly opposed to 
Our country’s reunification in order to keep south 
Korea as their permanent military base in the Far 
East. 
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At the moment, their basic Korea strategy is for 
“two Koreas.” 

Underlying their ‘two Koreas” policy for a 
lasting division of our country is their aggressive 
ambition to keep hold of south Korea as their 
military base, which is of greater military import- 
ance now in their Asia strategy than ever before. 

Recently they have been trying to draw the 
Japanese militarist forces in their war strategy to 
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invade the north and, further, dominate the whole 
of Asia. They are scheming to form even a US- 
Japan-south Korea military alliance, a military 
bloc which is an Asian counterpart of the NATO in 
Europe. 

The policy of intensifying fascist repression 
pursued by the US imperialists and their stooges, 
the Chon Du Hwan puppet clique, is adding to the 
sufferings of the south Korean people. 

At this moment patriots, youths and students 
who have fought against US imperialism and for 
national reunification are continually dragged into 
prisons to be barbarously tortured to death. 

The basic freedom of speech ts violated and 
obliterated. Progressive men of the press are even 
denied the rights to existence, to say nothing of 
the freedom of news coverage and report in south 
Korea where fascism is rampant. 

Today, however, the traitorous Chon Du Hwan 
clique are begging for a permanent occupation of 
south Korea by the US imperialist aggressive 
troops on the one hand while on the other trying 
to fool the world opinion by putting up what they 
call the “proposal for national harmony and de- 
mocratic unification” 

National reunification under continued US im- 
pertalist colonial rule is nothing but a lip service. It 
is inconceivable to discuss the reunification ques- 
tion with the puppet Chon Du Hwan who is 
implementing the US imperialist policy of colonial 
enslavement to the letter. 

Forsaken by the south Korean people, he is 
Staging political farces to gain international 
recognition and advertize himself by “‘hosting”’ 
the ‘Conference of Inter-Parliamentary Union”, 
International Olympic Games and other inter- 
national functions. 

This should never be tolerated. 

The US imperialist occupation of south Korea 
and their colonial rule are incompatible with our 
national desire for reunification and totally con- 
tradict the aspiration of the south Korean people 
to live in an independent, democratic and reuni- 


fied country. 

Therefore, the south Korean people could not 
allow themselves to obey the colonial fascist rule 
of US imperialism but have bravely followed the 
road of resistance for anti-US national liberation 
and reunification at the cost of their blood and 
lives. 


This fierce struggle is going on even at this 
moment. 

Having seen clearly the aggressive nature of the 
US imperialists in the sea of blood at the time of 
the Kwangju popular uprising, the masses of the 
south Korean people have finally directed the 
spearhead of their struggle at the Yankee 
aggressors. 

This is shown by the fact that the south Korean 
people are fundamentally opposed to the colonial 
policy of the US imperialists, setting fire to the 
Pusan “US Cultural Centre’ and their ‘Stars and 
Stripes.”’ 

Today the shouts of “US army, go home!” are 
heard every day everywhere in south Korea.

imperialist, anti-war front, and strike, with con- 
certed efforts and on all fronts, imperialists who 
intend to provoke a new war to prevent them from 
acting at will. 


To support and encourage the people’s struggle 
against imperialism and for independence is an 
important task for the world progressive journal- 
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ists in their struggle to thwart imperialist schemes 
of aggression and war and to accomplish the 
liberation of mankind. 

The Conference called upon the world progress- 
jve journalists to extend their positive support for 
and solidarity with the people of the colonial 
countries fighting for national liberation and. in- 
dependence, with the people of the non-aligned 
countries and the world freedom-loving people 
fighting imperialist aggression and intervention 
and for the creating of a new life, and with the 
world peace-loving people fighting against the 
imperialist policy of aggression and war in defence 
of peace. 

The Conference expressed militant solidarity 
with the Palestinian people, led by the Palestine 
Liberation Organization as the only legitimate 
representative of the Palestinian people, in their 
rightful struggle to liberate the country and restore 
their legitimate national rights. 


The Conference expressed its support to the Arab 
people in their struggle for the defence of their 
national sovereignty against the Israeli invasion, 
for a solution to the Middle East problem in a fair 
and comprehensive way, and for the liberation of 
the occupied Arab territory. 

The Conference expressed its concern about the 
present situation in Cyprus and demanded the 
withdrawal of all foreign troops from the island, 
respect for the independence, sovereignty, unity, 
and territorial integrity of the country and its non- 
aligned policy and the solution to the Cyprus 
problem on the basis of the UN resolutions. 

The Conference expressed militant solidarity 
with the people of Namibia and South Africa in 
their struggle for liberation. 

For the solution to the problem of Southern 
Africa, the policy of apartheid and extermination 
pursued by Pretoria racist rulers should be im- 
mediately checked, the South African occupation 
army in Namibia should be withdrawn uncon- 
ditionally and an end should be put to their 
barbarous armed invasion against the frontline 
states. 

The Conference welcomed the resolution ad- 
opted at the latest OAU Summit on. Western 
Sahara and demanded that the resolution concern- 
ing self-determination for Western Sahara should 
be implemented by all the parties concerned. 

The Conference voiced its support for the just 


demand of the island of Mauritius for its reunifi- 
cation with Diego Garcia. 


The Conference expressed its firm solidarity with 
the people of Nicaragua in their struggle against all 
types of aggression perpetrated by US imperialism, 
with the people of El Salvador fighting for an end 
to imperialist domination, for the defeat of the pro- 
American military dictatorship and for the liber- 
ation of their country, as well as with the other 
peoples of Central America and the Caribbean 
region in their legitimate struggle of liberation. 


The Conference expressed its support to and 
solidarity with the people of Europe in their efforts 
to achieve detente, to consolidate security, and to 
promote cooperation, and condemned the US im- 
perialist moves to deploy new type of nuclear 
weapons in Europe. 


The Conference expressed its support for the 
struggle of the peoples of the non-aligned and 
developing countries against all sorts of domi- 
nation, subjugation, interference and inequality, 
for the defence of their national sovereignty, and 
for national independence and prosperity. 

The Conference expressed its confidence in the 
idea of non-alignment and supported without any 
reservation all the resolutions passed by and deci- 
sions taken by the 7th Non-aligned Summit in New 
Delhi on issues concerning the developing world, 
and its struggle for peace, disarmament and for a 
new international economic order. 

The Conference underlines the need for unity of 
the non-aligned movement and expresses its awar- 
eness that there are forces which are out to divide 
and destabilize the movement and eventually 
undermine it. 

Convinced that the non-aligned countries’ inter- 
ests are damaged by the existing world information 
system, the Conference expresses its support for the 
efforts made by the non-aligned press agencies’ 
pool with a view to developing co-operation and 
exchange of information among the news agencies 
of the non-aligned countries, and gives its full 
support to the non-aligned countries’ endeavour to 
initiate a new world information order such as 
would conform to the peoples’ interests, to peace 
and to international co-operation. It expresses its 
satisfaction over the inauguration of the P.A.N.A. 
as an instrument of information in the service of 
Africa. 
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The Conference voiced its support to the struggle 
waged by the working class and by democratic and 
progressive journalists in the capitalist countries in 
their defiance of exploitation and suppression by 
the capitalists, and in their effort to attain the right 
to existence and to democratic liberty. 

The Conference expressed its full support for and 
solidarity with the Korean people in their struggle 
to secure peace in the Korean peninsula and to 
achieve the peaceful reunification of their country. 

It is a common desire of the progressive people 
the world over to eliminate the danger of war and 
ensure peace and security in the Korean peninsula 
and to realize the Korean reunification at an 
earliest date. 

The Conference strongly demanded that the US 
Administration stop at once its new war exercises 
in south Korea, withdraw its troops, nuclear 
weapons and all other means of war therefrom, and 
dismantle its military bases as this might provoke a 
nuclear war. 

The Conference held that the Korean Armistice 
Agreement be replaced with a peace agreement, 
and the Korean peninsula be turned into a nuclear- 
free, peace zone in order to ease tension, eliminate 
the danger of war and guarantee peace and security 
in Korea. 

The Conference vehemently condemned the cri- 
minal moves of the US imperialists to form the US- 
Japan-south Korea tripartite military alliance and 
deploy neutron bombs in south Korea. 

Japan’s involvement in the realization of the US 
adventurous schemes and its militarization arouse 
uneasiness in many countries of Asia. This is not 
limited to Asia alone. 

The Conference scathingly condemned the arms 
build-up and war preparations against the DPR of 
Korea made by the south Korean authorities who 
are clamouring about a ficticious threat of 
“southward invasion’’ at the instigation of the US.
